James Rankins, deceased, private in Captain Getman's Company, Col. Bellinger’s 
Regiment, New York Line for two years. 


1775 ~ enlisted in fall of 1775, rank - private, ranger; company officers ~ Captain Mark, 
Damewood [sp2]. Captain Christian Getman: general officers ~ Col. Isac Parry, 
Col, Bellinger, battles engaged - taken prisoner at Sabada Point; country through 
‘hich he marched - West Canada, Mohawk, thence to Stone Arabia, to 
‘Ticonderoga, thence to Sabada Point, thence to Canada; residence at time of 
enlistment — Little Falls, New York; evidence — living witnesses, tradition, 


His company remained at German Flatts where he was employed on scouting 
jparties & parties out along the West Canada Creek which empties into the 
Mohawk, to spy out the Indians and give alarm tothe forts in said county, ofthe 
approach of Indians and tories, and to promote the security of the setters on the 
‘Mohawk River. 


‘That he served in Captain Damewood's Company until ate inthe Fall ofthe year 
1776 when he with several others were drafted out of said company, and were 
dispatched to Stone Arabia where they were joined to a company of rangers of 
‘which Christian Getman was captain belonging tothe same regiment. With this 
‘company he went out in the winter ofthe years 1776 & 1777 to build a bridge 
across the stream at Tyconderoga to prevent the enemy from passing with theit 
shipping and munitions of war ~that he worked fora long time on this bridge, it 
was called a sinking or floating bridge & was under the surface of the water. He 
‘eannot recollect whether the bridge was completed but of one thing he is very 
‘certain: it was a cold job, and inthe prosecution of it he endured great fatigue & 
suffered from hunger & want of clothing. 


‘That when he and his company left Tyeonderoga, which occured inthe later part 
‘of the winter of the years 1776 & 1777 they were ordered, he believes to Albany, 
{deposition in the file indicates that they were discharged and were on their way 
home) and when they arrived on this journey to a place called Saboda [Sabathay} 
Point on Lake George about midway between Fort Geonge & Tyconderoga, they 
were surprised & attacked by a band of Indians and Canadians commanded by 
‘one Captain MeCoy; an engagement ensued and Rankins with about 25 or 30 
‘others were taken prisoners and four others killed and the remainder of the 
company escaped. 


Rankins and the other prisoners were taken to Montreal, and in performing that 
journey at that season suffered extremely from fatigue & want of food and one of 
their number perished on the way. He was fora ong time confined to prison in 

‘Montreal ntl an exchange of prisoners took place. (Another document states that 


he was confined in prison for one year and then was made servant to Captain 
McCoy, who used him very cruelly & often like a dog.) He did not wet a chance 10 
escape being closely watched and remained in Canada until June 1783.

PENSION APPLICATION FILES 


Pension application files, based on Federal (not State) service before World War I, usually Include an 
official statement of the veteran's miltary service, as well as information of a personal nature. Pensions 
based on miltary service forthe Confederate States of America were authorized by some Southern States 
but not by the Federal Government until 1958. Inquiries about State pensions should be addressed to the 
‘State archives or equivalent agency at the capital ofthe veteran's State of residence after the war. 


BOUNTY-LAND WARRANT APPLICATION FILES 


‘Bounty-land warrant application files are based on Federal (not State) service belore 1856. Documents in a 
‘bounty-land warrant application fie are similar to those in a pension application file. In addition, these files 
‘usually give the veteran's age and place of residence at the time the application was made, 


MILITARY SERVICE RECORDS 
Miltary service records are based! on survice in the UNITED STATES ARMY (olicers who served botore 
‘June 30, 1917, and enilsted mon who served before October 31, 1912); NAVY (oticers who served before 


1903 and enlisted men who served belore 1886): MARINE CORPS (lficers who served betore 1896 and 
tniisted men who served belore 1905); and CONFEDERATE ARMED FORCES (atticers and enlisted men, 
1861-88). In addition to persons who sorved in regular forces raised by the Federal Government, volunteers 
fought in various ware chiefly in the Federal Government’ interest from the Revolutionary War through the 
Philippine Insurrection, 1775-1902. 


Compilations of information concerning most miltary service performed by Individuals in volunteer organ 
zations during the 19th and early 200) centuries are available, but such records were not compiled for 
Regular Army olficers who served belore 1863 and for Regular Army enlisted men and Navy and Marine 
Corps personnel who served during most of the 19th century. Records pertaining to such service are 
scattered among many Mes and generally contain few details conceming @ man's service. We cannot 
Undertake the research necessary to locate al such documents. t you request a military service record, we 
will copy the documents that best summarize the veteran's service. 


‘The record of an individuals service in any one organization is entirely separate from his record of service in
